linger the sunny South “Kennedy Square,” 
there you will see and hear things worth while.

Barbara Worth.” The fact that bit plot sur- 
rounds the putting through will really not hurt 
the engineering feat all. “The Pit” takes one 
straight into Stock Exchange and gives vivid 
picture its workings. “The Heart Man” has 
its setting the life about great steel plant, and 
“Vandermark’s Folly” the story long pioneer 
journey across our vast country. Booth Tarkington 
gives excellent idea state politics, not 
idea excellent state politics his “Gentleman 
from Indiana,” and far away Venice one can 
live among the lace makers Venetian island 
one but read Crawford’s “Marietta.” “Back 
the World” vivid enlightenment religious 
conditions persecuted country; and “The An- 
chorhold” describes one the most interesting 
phases the development our religious life.

Inspiring Annual Archdiocese School Report 
Joseph Desmond 

continued strong growth—nothing spasmodic 
temporary, but substantial increase which promises 
long the present interest and aid keep 
this the inspiring demonstration made statistics pre- 
sented the report for 1927 which the Rev. John Bar- 
rett, Superintendent Schools the Archdiocese Bal- 
timore, has submitted Archbishop Curley. 

The report groups the schools the Archdiocese 
three sections, comprising respectively those the city 
Baltimore, the city Washington, and the counties. Bal- 
timore the only section which the boys outnumber 
the girls. the Baltimore elementary parochial schools 
there are 26,591 children, increase 1,002, whom 
13,257 are girls and 13,334 are boys. the Washington 
grade schools the number pupils 266 excess 
year ago, 7,251, the girls numbering 3,640, and the boys 
work the year the county schools comes 
for particular praise, and that appreciated par- 
ents the rural districts attested the fact that the 
increase the number pupils has amounted 847, 
bringing the total 8,063—4,054 girls, and 4,009 boys. 
The number parish schools now functioning the 
Archdiocese 133, representing net gain four. Six 
new schools opened for the first time September. 

The total enrollment the schools the Archdiocese 
shows the gain for the year have been 2,574, and 
amounts the present time 50,804, whom 26,169 are 
girls, and 24,635 are boys. The enrollment the elemen- 
tary grades 22,816, and boys 22,308. 

There are schools with commercial courses, the total 
enrollment these courses being 1,251, with the girls 
enormously preponderating—958 being girls and 293 boys. 

the field secondary education there increased 
enrollment, made largely girls. The number 
the high schools is: Girls, 2,393; boys, 2,306; total, 

the Archdiocese there are private schools where 
either elementary secondary education both are 
given. the elementary course there are 1,747 children, 
581 boys and 1,166 girls. This decrease com- 
parison with last year. fourteen charitable institutions 
elementary courses are given. This year there are 1,472 
children, 771 boys and 701 girls, these classes, there 
being less than last year. This happy sign, since 
shows that less number children need institutional 
care. This decrease also serves show how effective 
the work the Bureau Catholic Charities. 

The number children the elementary and secondary 
schools the Archdiocese Baltimore greater than 
ever before its history.

The individual 
method instruction which the writer has been us- 
ing for number years eliminates lecturing, ex- 
cept occasionally when the teacher presenting 
the new unit well prepared brief talk. Natur- 
ally claimed the advocates the individual 
the supervised study method that very little 
learning takes place consequence the teach- 
er’s talks. talk group mathematics 
teachers some time ago the writer, discussing 
this point, suggested that some sort test ad- 
ministered immediately the close the talk 
would show whether the matter hand was mas- 
tered not, and would furnish factual information 
the effectiveness this method instruction. 
This paper reports the results such experiment 
conducted the writer’s own classroom.

nique which used giving the test scoring 
the results, general, experiment this type 
will definitely show that the amount actual learn- 
ing, based upon understanding the ideas 
discussed the discourse well enough make 
comprehensive statements about them, will rela- 
tively small. 

The following technique was used the writer: 
During the first thirty minutes the class period 
the instructor presents well prepared discourse 
some subject which supplementary the unit 
hand and with which the class more less 
familiar. The pupils are advised take notes 
they wish. Then immediately after the discourse 
they are asked reproduce writing whatever 
they can the ideas which they have just learned. 
questions are asked. Their papers are then col- 
lected and scored. 

The class selected for the experiment was the 
writer’s own class the second year mathematics.

the discourse was based upon some historic aspects, 
applications, and generalizations the theorem. 
Thus the class was favorable position make 
good showing the test. The instructor, the 
other hand, had made special study the theo- 
rem, and had just published article the subject 
and was well acquainted with the ideas which 
wished discuss, and able present them 
connected discourse. The factor group control 
also was well taken care of, since the percentage 
attention the class scored previously two dif- 
ferent occasions was over ninety. Furthermore, the 
class was permitted take notes and use them 
writing their papers. Thus favorable conditions 
were set give the experiment fair trial. 


For the purpose scoring the papers, the follow- 
ing eight points were kept mind and explained 
some detail, though they were not differentiated 
such the discourse:

The key for scoring the papers was constructed the 
following basis: 


The first point means correct comprehensive 
statement showing understanding, its score value 
points. The second, though correct, either 
too meager statement else correct mention 
only connection with some other thought; score 
value, point. The third clear case mis- 
score value, point. The fourth 
shows misstatement details such names, 
dates, numbers, etc., though the principle may 
correctly stated; score value, point. The last 
point indicates unfounded and unjustifiable state- 
ment, e., not presented the discourse; score 
value, point. 

The five numbers and are used sub- 
paper marked a,c,d,e,h, would mean that the pupil 
has made correct statement connection with 
the points and the discourse, correct men- 
tion about the point incorrect statement about 
the point and unfounded statement about the 
poin the discourse. Such paper would have 
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score 
points. should noted that this method scor- 
ing not only does not give credit for incorrect state- 
ments, but reduces the total score for each such in- 
correct statement made. The maximum number 
points possible 16. 

The papers were scored only for correctness 
statements the information they conveyed. 
Any mistakes spelling composition did not 
affect their scores. 

Table shows the type statements made 
each pupil, the corresponding parts the discourse 
concerning which the statements are made, and the 
resulting scores. The figures occurring the first 
eight columns are the subscripts whose equivalent 
score weights are given above. The last two col- 
umns show the points for each paper and the equiv- 
alent percentages, using the base which the 
maximum number points possible.

but the drama, “the representation story 
dialogue and action,” has been specially 
appropriate for the instruction and education the 
beholder. the opening the Christian Era the 
Church was forced throw the weight her au- 
thority against the indecency and degradation 
the stage, and her children were forbidden attend 
the theatre, yet, wise Mother that she is, she recog- 
nized the power the drama means in- 
struction, and endeavored attain the ends 
religion means the Sacred Drama. 

The relation between dramatic literature and the 
religious services the Church was very close 
and vital one mediaeval times, when religion was 
everything the people. The Church with its 
elaborate ritual opened before the eyes the sim- 
ple people vision the magnificence and romance 
life, while the edifices themselves with their 
peace and security, their brightness and grandeur 
offered place wherein the plays could enacted. 

Hence find the first main element the Eng- 
lish drama the religious element. The subjects 
were taken from the Bible, from the legends the 
saints and holy martyrs, and its purpose was ever 
teach. Whatever form the early drama took, its 
roots were ever mediaeval Christian ethics, 
breathed the air Christian ritual and bore fruit- 
age ideals conduct, characteristics Chris- 
tian age. 

From the beginning Christianity the Church 
opened the ecclesiastical year with Advent, the 
four weeks’ preparation for the principal event, the 
birth Christ. When the services following the 
incidents His life came around the dates 
His death and resurrection, longing must have 
possessed the clergy present vividly possible 
the ignorant and heedless multitude, those mo- 
ments stored with such sacred They 
realized the essentially dramatic nature the 
Christian story, which arrested the attention, and 
carried conviction more forcibly than mere exhor- 
tation instruction could.

the York plays the prophecies Hosea and

sterne shulde schyne and signifie 
With lightful lemes like any day.” 


After the Angel’s song learn 
“An aungell brought tythander newe 
Babe Bedlam shulde borne.” 
they determine seek “oure whom 
they find the angel had foretold 
“Be-twne two bestes tame,” 

After adoring the Divine Infant they offer their 
simple brooch with tin bell, two cobb 
nuts “upon bande and horn spoon,” and 
“prince with-outen pere” they ask with touch- 
ing naivete, 

“God sonne forget-me not” 

the old Spanish plays the same subject, 
which appear somewhat later than the Eng- 
lish ones, find the comic touch the devil who 
appears for the amusement the audience.

Education 
aims develop pupil the problem solving atti- 
tude toward life. dramatics, hundred problems 
press for solution with the added value being 
real life-situations, not artificial ones most 
often the case other subjects the curriculum. 
The power dramatic expression medium 
teaching was early recognized that wise Mother, 
the Catholic Church, and her wisdom, and her 
knowledge human nature, her teaching the 
truths faith through the miracle and morality 
plays gave the origin the English drama. The 
power suggestion the minds the people, 
when the bible stories were enacted before them, 
was fruitful for good. Human nature has not 
changed the power story acted out, means 
teaching, fertile possibilities now, then. 
Education, have said, the fitting individ- 
ual for complete living. Man has triune nature; 
one consciousness, but three manifesta- 
the one being, the ego, has three natures: the 
mental, the emotional, and the vital. the train- 
ing the mental nature—that part man’s being 
through which perceives, remembers, reflects, in- 
vents, reasons, and attains knowledge,—intelligent- 
guided work dramatization can very use- 
ful factor. not say that the mental nature 
children, brought perfection, needs only 
bask the rays dramatic presentation. Such 
claim would such assertion made 
for any one subject any one method instruc- 
tion? the contrary, dramatic work carried 
without careful planning and wise direction, like 
any good thing such the socialized recitation 
the project method, may result sheer waste 
time. not true all things human, that 
the use and not the abuse that makes for attain- 
ment? Let see how dramatization wisely di- 
rected does develop the child’s mental nature. 


the first place, the intellect. 
have seen that the primary requisite for learning 
interest. The race-old instinct “act out” cre- 
ates this interest the part the learner. The 
effort necessary acquire the new learning thus 
launched with sails flying and only the wind 
desire blow steadily under proper direction and the 
craft effort guided aright, the land precious 
treasure must speedily reached. That begin- 
nings count, that well begun half done tru- 
ism. illustrate: Literature and Life, Book 
the ninth grade had been reading ballads. The 
number selections offered the compiler 
much greater than could treated detail accord- 
ing the suggestions given the text. Had all 
the remaining ballads been assigned all the mem- 
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bers the class for outside study, with the require- 
ment that all questions following each selection 
answered either orally writing, the children 
would have undertaken the task with pity for them- 
selves and indifferent appreciation for the bal- 
lads question. But the idea suggested itself that 
each child choose her own from the seven eight 
ballads that remained, select her fellow actors, and 
dramatize the poem next day for class. With what 
result? All the ballads were read each order 
decide which was preferred. Here have com- 
parison and contrast going the mind the 
child, evaluation story interest, selection most 
fascinating character, cetera. the work had 
stopped right there, would have accomplished 
more than the ordinary day’s routine class work. 
But the end was not yet. The selection pre- 
ferred ballad having been made, the study and mas- 
tery details that followed secured visualization 
hardly attained less active method. Sig- 
nificant points speech and action were seized 
upon and made the pupil’s own far more effec- 
tive manner than would have been possible other- 
wise. And what the enjoyment? The attitude 
the class well that the young Thespians 
themselves when the ballads were “acted out” next 
day was proof sufficient that here was real enjoy- 
ment. Isn’t that, after all, the supreme object 
the teaching literature? Can much said 
the technical dissection literary gems effort 
separate the white light into its component parts? 
does the color treated cease strike the eye 
all and leave the dissector strangely unmoved? 
The writer has committed the crime, all too often, 
such literary butchery with only the said specta- 
cle either cold indifference polite toleration 
injured indignation the part the class. 
can’t but see when the leaves sway, which way the 
wind blows. When find eager, open young 
minds disgusted with certain pieces literature 
which those who know tell should arouse admi- 
ration enjoyment, must acknowledge there 
something wrong somewhere. Our betters tell 
isn’t the matter, must the manner 
our presentation. The conservative use dra- 
matization has proven potent means changing 
the manner presentation into means vitaliz- 
ing matter, transforming what was before print- 
er’s ink and paper into living, breathing reality. 
the process, the intellect the child has been 
enlivened. have limited our illustrations here 
literature, but they are not limited class- 
room practice. Similar results have been seen 
very active civics and history classes. 


The use dramatization develops the child’s 
mental nature second way: aids the growth 
mind. Let look this seen reflected the 
increased power think independently the build- 
ing composition. The dramatization stories 
culled from literature which the pupil gets 
grasp setting, action, and character portrayed, 
builds him the power invent his own time, 
place, plot, and persons, and have the pupil con- 
structing little plays his own.

Girl Scout thrifty and sacrifices for her mother 
the American War mother true heroine; faith 
God conquers all sorrow; the latter showing 
old mother receiving Mother’s Day, from son 
confined the penitentiary, letter bringing the 
news the son’s innocence. The titles assigned 
the youthful authors were respectively: The Gift, 
God’s Will Done, and Mother’s Day. Nor were 
the composers content communicate their plays 
reading the manuscript, but very seriously 
took the front the room with their chosen fellow 
actors and gave “the real thing,” acted play 
their own making! The pride the class over 
such achievement some their own number 
both amusing and instructive. Indeed, they were 
quite insistent that the other classes should enjoy 
the productions, also. and after consultation with 
the principal, impromptu program, which the 
plays were featured, was given the auditorium 
for the school for Mother’s Day.

Suggestions for Course (continued) 
Brother Cornelius, F.S.C., M.A. 


PLATE The drawing this plate and its corres- 
ponding exercises intended give the student the idea 
that perspective not random guess-work but rests 
very exact principles derived from optical facts. The fur- 
ther and more important purpose the plate give 
more directly and convincingly the feeling for pictorial 
depth, e., for representing distances and position 
space. The work done scale and the ruler 
used. Plate began with the nearest buildings 
and worked towards the vanishing point; the reverse can 
also done. this plate will begin with the farthest 
wall and work toward the foreground. 


Draw rectangle measuring twenty equal parts width 
and twelve height and mark off the parts fine cross- 
lines indicate the points division exactly. tiny 
circle around each point makes more visible. The equal 
parts represent feet. Through point about five and 
half marks above base draw the horizon line and little 
off the middle (to avoid monotonous symmetry) the 
rectangle mark the vanishing point, Now from the 
corners the rectangle draw the right and left limiting 
lines floor and ceiling such directions that contin- 
ued toward the vanishing point they would meet there. 
the same way, from every other point bottom rear 
wall draw lines forward, e., toward the foreground. 
the horizon, its intersection with border right, mark, 
what called distance-point, This point, for sub- 
ject like ours, should least twice far from the 
V., but that not convenient here, and our drawing 
slightly exaggerated perspective. From the distance- 
point through every other mark bottom rear wall, 
draw line the base the left wall. This marks per- 
spective two-foot distances that line. these 
points draw horizontal lines across the floor, dividing 
into perspective two-foot squares. For convenience 
will call points from upward, right, and forward, res- 
pectively: lu, 2u, 3u, etc.; Ir, 2r, 3r, and 2f, 4f, 6f, etc. 
2%u, 7u, and draw the lower and upper blackboard

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TALKS WITH GRADE TEACHERS 
Sister Mary Louise Cuff, Ph.D. 


First Grade 


HEN the children return school after the 

Christmas holidays they will have much 
talk about. The glow imagination will 
great, and the flow thought natural and easy, 
that any attempt correction would cruel. 
better that they speak without hesitation, and in- 
correctly, than correctly but with hesitation. 
much easier teach them the correct expression 
thought than give them easy flow lan- 
guage. pleasure work with children that 
have natural easy expression.’ Some teachers look 
upon such children forward. The natural easy 
God-given gift which teacher can impart, but 
which all teachers should strive cultivate chil- 
dren. 


Some our prominent authors texts discour- 
age the “developing stars.” These authors must 
have mind teachers who give most their time 
the bright pupils the expense those children 
less fortunate brain power. While believe 
that the brilliant, talented child should developed 
into discountenance the neglect the 
less fortunate child. Each should cared for 
his own class. There possibility dividing any 
class into three divisions, and believe that this 
should done the very first year get 
the children accustomed their own places. The 
first division would consist the brilliant, talented 
pupils who have the will and the desire 
the second division, those ordinary brain calibre 
who can maintain their own the normal scale. 
this class there may lazy pupils who they 
would but use effort might join the ranks the 
first division, but the cultivation laziness might 
throw them back the third division which con- 
sists the retarded pupils. Now, they are all 
the first grade, but there should three divisions 
this grade provided there are pupils represent 
the three classes. just keep these three divi- 
sions the same class? just for the teacher 
give more her time the second and third divi- 
sions than the first? Has not the first equal 
claim her time? the fault the brilliant, 
talented child that God gave him more brain power, 
and stronger will acquire education? These 
authors tell us: “Restrain the brilliant child, and 
encourage the retarded one.” Any teacher who fol- 
lows such advice not treading the path justice. 
The first division simply needs guidance—to run 
race; the second, instruction—to remain where they 
are; the third, calls for coaching—to keep progress- 
ing. All need encouragement. hold the talented 
child down the level the retarded, and the lazy, 
injustice the child, sin against society, and 
want respect the Giver the gift. 


certain school, Mrs. A’s child was one 
those who failed pass into the next higher grade.

Jane pass into the next grade, that she can keep 
with Mary Howard, our next door neighbor’s 
little girl.

Miss Smith: Mrs. A., have you ever noticed what 
beautiful large brown eyes Mary Howard has? 
Wouldn’t you like Jane have eyes like Mary’s? 

Mrs, A.....: Yes, would, but Jane has have 
the little green eyes God gave her. 

Miss Smith: Just so, Mrs. A., and she also has 
have the brain God gave her, she cannot advance 
rapidly Mary Howard. She will get along all 
right, but she must slowly. will all 
can for your little Jane, but cannot give her 
brains, and are not justified keeping Mary 
back with her, for Mary has the brain capacity 
advance rapidly. 

Some will argue: The bright ones should kept 
the same class give encouragement 


the others. Not so. Instead encouraging the 


others they would discourage them. But sifting 
the brilliant, talented pupils out class them- 
selves will encourage the others force forwards. 
The way open for all who want their best. 
Give the members the second division chance 
for advancement. Let them put forth the effort and 
see they can join the “stars.” The middle class 
may encouragement the retarded ones. 
There something work for. Now, the ques- 
tion may arise, how manage the three divisions 
the one grade? There are different ways doing 
this. Give the retarded division small amount 
work do, but see that they that small amount 
well, and understand thoroughly. They must 
slowly. they can small portion well, they 
can similar portion equally well, but may 
require double the time that the other divisions do. 
These retarded children must not rushed. They 
are slow, but perhaps they are sure, and may come 
out all right given time. After they are sure 
their footing, they will begin advance more rapid- 
ly. They must given close attention, and coached 
carefully. The second division can given larger 
portion work, while the “stars” can given still 
more. 

Another way, the teacher might give the “stars” 
extra time outside school hours for 
so, and then promote them into the next higher 
grade where the teacher that grade would give 
them extra time for the first month, even for 
few weeks until they would able follow her 
class. Then the “stars” would soon able meet 
the work that class. Care should taken that 
they are not advanced too rapidly lest the founda- 
tion weak. They should not allowed make 
more than three grades two years. Exceptions 
this are rare. 

This plan would require sacrifice time the 
part the teachers, but every téacher should 
prepared sacrifice herself for her pupils. The 
plan would not deprive the other divisions at- 
tention, for even with attention, they could not 
“make should get all that coming 
them the regular school hours. And case 
the retarded division, the teacher should sacrifice 
some special time give them extra help. The 
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brilliant, talented pupils who have the desire and 
the will advance, should encouraged 
ahead, and should not kept back with the others. 


some schools where the classes are large, and 
the teachers heavily worked, attention outside 
school hours can expected, and within the 
school hours all pupils should receive equal atten- 
tion. Crowded classes graded schools are neces- 
sary evils which must carried with the other 
necessary evils life. such cases the teachers 
must the best they can. Nothing more can 
expected. 

Language divided into two parts, oral and writ- 
ten. The work the first grade entirely oral, 
for the little people not know how read 
write. their reading and writing, great atten- 
tion should given the teacher, that the 
close the school year the children will able 
reproduce the blackboard the little sentences 
that they have formed their desks for their read- 
ing lessons, using the technicalities required for this 
grade. 

All the time for language work the first 
year should given free self-expression con- 
nected talking. The subject should interest 
the child. should experience which 
dear his heart. Usually about pets; journey 
made; birthday party; gifts received. 
interest, the circumstance must the child’s 
own actual situations. The child may reproduce 
story which teacher has read; may retell story 
that has heard. 

Some authors discourage the reproducing 
stories children, the basis that simply 
memory work. Granted—would not that bene- 
ficial exercise? The skillful teacher, however, who 
permits child reproduce story which has 
heard read retell story that has been told 
him, has something other view than memory 
alone. She helps the child organize his thoughts, 
and use the accustomed corrected expressions. 


Towards the close the first year, the children 
will able some writing, but not till then, 
the oral work the important item for the first 
year child. they have been trained express 
themselves orally, emphasizing the three-sentence 
form, their first efforts putting their thoughts 
into writing, transferring from oral written 
composition will pleasant task, rather than 
painful struggle. 

the child’s second year, will anxious 
put writing the correct oral work learned the 
first year where was taught how use the 
mother tongue every recitation, and where con- 
stant practice the correct form gave him certain 
oral power which conscious and which 
now ambitious display written form. 

addition the incidental language which 
should taught throughout the entire day, the 
child special language lessons, and 
these should given both the morning and 
the afternoon sessions, for the training the young 
child correct thought-expression important 
the beginning stage that cannot too emphat- 
ically stressed. 


The situations that children create for themselves 
furnish the play problem, and this serves well 
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teach correct expression. Children love play. 
child who does not enjoy playing games, not 
well child, physically. 

The formation correct language habits best 
acquired daily practice, which practice can 
secured the GAME method. Helping child 
understand that expression incorrect not 
helping him overcome the bad habit. Even when 
the child able understand the grammatical 
rules, the understanding them will not cause him 
use correct English, There only one way for 
the child acquire the correct form, and that 
use often enough make his own. 

the upper grades when the child begins the 
study grammar, the rules there learns will 
serve confirm and strengthen the good habits 
which acquired the lower grades. 

the first year, the teacher should endeavor 
correct all incorrect expressions the language 
the children, being careful give reasons for 
the proper forms, except that, “it the right way,” 
“it sounds better.” After year careful train- 
ing, the child should have eliminated 
speech most the incorrect expressions common 
the language the first grade children. 

important point that attention should 
concentrated developing the spontaneity and in- 
dividuality the child. should instructed 
not talk for the sake talking, but talk when 
has something say. should told how 
“stick the point,” and not talk random. 


early stage his school life, should 


taught how criticise the talks his companions 
—to mention the good points well the bad 
ones. For example the children should taught 
tell what they liked the story, and why they 
liked it. the class there should established 
kindly feeling towards those who offer criticisms, 
knowing that they are given helpful way, there- 
establishing cordial class atmosphere. 

The games played should such will correct 
the bad habits the speech the children. The 
teacher should notice the incorrect forms com- 
mon use, and invent games correct such expres- 
sions. The playing games correct bad habits 
most Any individual will use the 
speech forms that his ear has been accustomed to. 
REPEATED USE these forms are fixed 
NOW the time for the child trained 
accustom his ear the correct form until can 
once detect the incorrect. 

The children’s first lessons language are the 
home. The next are the school, playground and 
street. child will speak the language hears, 
and the form hears it. Therefore the parents 
are responsible for the first language lessons the 
child. Forms speech, whether correct incor- 
rect, are fixed practice—a repetition the same. 
Rules will not help the children correct usage 
language. Forms expression are determined 
largely habit, therefore the child should have 
daily practice the use the correct forms. 

Neither parents nor teachers seem understand 
why the playground English influences the lan- 
guage the children. The language the play- 
ground always predominates over that the home 
and the school for the reason that the playground 
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interest high, intense; and mind and heart wide 
open receive the form expression that comes 
the greater activity the game. therefore 
wise use the GAME trying correct 
expressions, 

Nature study favorite subject. Children love 
nature. They love admire; they love do; they 
love feel; they love touch and take apart. 
They have natural curiosity for this. Their ear- 
lier education has been largely through nature’s 
The teacher should make use this ex- 
cellent form instruction, lays splendid 
foundation for language lessons which observa- 
tion, thought, and expression predominate. 

the choice material for nature work, the 
teacher should guided the environment, the 
locality, the seasons the year, the curiosity 
childhood. The natural curiosity childhood 
prompts children destroy their toys and see 
“what’s When older, they want find 
out all they can about everything. This should not 
lost sight of, rather should cultivated. 
Children should encouraged observe and 
investigate. This really nature’s provision for 
education, and the wise teacher will use it. 

Conversation lessons should frequently held. 
The children should encouraged ask questions. 
Their “whys” should answered. This will help 
them love nature, and study her ways. The 
children will anxious study and know the 
reasons that they may able answer the “whys” 
other children. the conversation period the 
vocabulary grows. The children gain power 
express their thoughts, and the teacher has op- 
portunity guide them the use good English. 

The talks nature might consist such sub- 
jects BIRDS, FLOWERS, ANIMALS, the 
GRAIN the fields, the rolling country, the 
level plains, Anything that would invite investiga- 
Stories relative the subjects discussed 
might read. 

Conversations held with the children should 
based upon their actual observations and experien- 
ces. 

Teachers the first grade, keep close the 
hearts your little pupils. Yours the privilege 
starting them out their first steps their 
world education. Make the beginning attractive. 
Help them express the thoughts they feel NOW 
the simplest and purest language. you enter 
into their real lives, they will have much say 
you, and they will say their own sweet childish 
ways with fear correction, but rather with 
the expectancy cheerful help. Teach them 
find more beauty and more meaning the actual 
situations everyday life, and express these ac- 
tualities form that simple, clear, true, there- 
fore, beautiful. Help them realize that what they 
themselves have seen, thought, and felt the home, 
the school, the out-of-door life; what they 
have learned their lessons nature study; and 
what they have gathered the magic land the 
picture books, and the little poems—all these have 
furnished them with something worth telling 
others; and the more simple the form they use, the 
more ‘beautiful will the telling be. 


Every teacher should have ambition remain 


FOREVER the minds her students the 
IDEAL teacher. During the long span school 
years these children will have experiences under 
many instructors. should the hope each 
these instructors the IDEAL teacher the 
group. The ambition laudable. means noth- 
ing more than that the teacher will put forth every 
effort help the child every possible way 
acquire education that will help him every 
walk life. This education will consist secular 
studies combined with knowledge the fear and 
love God which will ever help the child the 
path righteousness, make him ornament 
society, and loyal citizen his country. The 
teacher must remember that this taught better 
EXAMPLE than PRECEPT. 

The first primary teacher should 
equipped instructor the staff. Not only should 
she have had special training teach the primary 
grades, but she should have experience the teach- 
ing field, and should know the pholosophy life. 


The first grade not the place for the inexperienced 


teacher get her experience. The inexperienced 
instructor will less harm the more advanced 
grades. She who prepares herself for teaching 
the primary grades should have had practice under 
the eyes capable instructors the grades 
other schools. Then, she will better equipped 
for the handling her own primary work.

What 
tive entity, mere quality, mere con- 
ception the mind? The word “anthropos” 
Greek, and “homo” Latin, are the terms that 
designate the generic man, while the words 
and “vir” designate the individual man. English 
have but one word designate both, yet 
distinguish between “man” and man.” 

Humanity spiritual unity that includes it- 
self potentially all that becomes unfolded de- 
veloped the progress the human race. 
that nature which common all men, while per- 
sonality expresses the individuality every human 
being distinguished from the race. Humanity 
made not only individuals, but includes the 
subordinate organisms the race, nationality, and 
all the varied interests and pursuits that character- 
ize the social life man. 

Personality then the centre for the individual 
man that distinguishes him from humanity this 
sense, while the same time binds him living 
union with it. The individual man includes two 
forms life, the individual and the generic. Hu- 
manity sounds through him. feels the throbbing 
its great heart. His humanization measured 
the degree which takes and moulds 
his personal life the spirit humanity. Some 
this greater extent than others. The genius 
becomes universal man. Shakespeare his own 
sphere speaks for all men, his genius transcends 
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the boundaries race, nationality and even the 
pages history. speaks for man and woman, 
the high and the low, the ancient and the modern. 
And yet personality, while thus centre to- 
wards which flows the life the race, nevertheless 
preserves its own relative independence, individu- 
ality not swallowed lost, the pantheist 
teaches, but poises itself upon itself, and in- 
vested with existence that really its own 
though each man were the only being the race. 
Unlike individuality the orders existence be- 
low man, which transient, personality endowed 
with immortal existence.

And 
for the same reason one these cannot omitted, 
Greek for instance, any more than the history 
Rome can understood without the history 
Greece. 

The study history forms another branch 
which the life the race flows into the individual 
intellect. The study history not only cultivates 
the memory, enlarges and strengthens the judg- 
ment, and disciplines the mental powers generally, 
but carries with necessary and healthful com- 
munication the individual mind with the life 
the race. The student thus, were, reproduces 
his own mind the life the world that has gone 
before. childhood taken youth and 
youth manhood, the processes history be- 
come linked living union with the growth the 
individual mind. This tends liberalize the mind.

Teacher: Sh! Mary! quiet. 

Mary S.: Well, will. Maybe he’s comin’ home today. 

Dr. Brown. (Rises from desk, smiles children). How 
many want president some day? (All the boys and 
one girl raise their hands). 

Dr. Brown: Fine! little Well, that 
possible. can have lady governor, might even 
have lady president, some day. Now, you want 
great men and women when you grow up, course 
you must fit yourselves mentally, morally and physically 
for the position. the way, how many you brushed 
your teeth this morning? (Two hands up). My, my, 
can’t have president with dirty mouth.

(John steps from corner where children and 
teacher have been grouped together watching proceed- 
ings).

Then third branch line study may 
place the different departments philosophy, psy- 
chology, aesthetics, ethics, etc. Philosophy called 
the queen the sciences. may call the 
science sciences. Here all the various branches 
study become unified. Philosophy presents the 
general and necessary principles that underlie all 
departments human knowledge and brings them 
their proper end. not therefore science 
among sciences, branch study among other 
branches, the crown them all? education 
without philosophy must mere external and 
mechanical union combination different forms 
knowledge without soul bind them one 
living whole. Philosophy should permeate and give 
direction the whole thinking institution. 
should stand not merely the end liberal course 
study, but should unify and bring into clear 
consciousness the meaning the branches studied. 

there has been opposition times particu- 
lar branches study, the higher mathematics, 
the languages, etc., the study philosophy has 
had suffer its share opposition. has been 
stigmatized mere speculation, dealing with 
shadows, having real practical uses ends. 
But these objections usually come, the other 
cases referred to, from those who are incompetent 
judges, because they are not acquainted with the 
subject themselves. Whether formulated not, 
the learning age determined its bearing 
and tendency general principles, and those gen- 
eral principles are themselves philosophy, whether 
the fact acknowledged denied. 

this classification have not aimed in- 
clude specifically all the particular branches the 
study humanity. Our aim has been cite exam- 
ples merely, and give general outline, order 
show that the nature human personality re- 
quires that the generic life the race must taken 
that the individual, order the attain- 
ment true culture. Without this, the mind the 
individual must remain cut off and separated from 
those sources which supply its growth and devel- 
opment. 

Such study humanity the different forms 
which its life embodied, brings with human- 
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ization the mind the individual, and consti- 
tutes the difference between the human and the 
humane. Every individual human, the sense 
that human nature asserts itself, and comes par- 
ticular expression him, but without education 
crude state. When human passes through 
process study and education, the human be- 
comes humane, the crude material becomes 
vated and polished, and the individual now repro- 
duces the life humanity under the directing power 
his own mind and will. Such man educated, 
not merely the sense possessing vast and 
varied knowledge, but the sense possessing 
cultivated mind and thus having attained 
measurable degree the proper end for which his in- 
tellectual endowments were designed. 

order come the proper measure 
manhood, however, his relation his fellowmen, 
repeat now, culture must not merely intellec- 
tual, the development the mind, but also moral, 
the right determination the will—which includes 
the affectional nature, which means that the heart 
and head must move conjointly their human cul- 
ture. man with large sympathies and true love 
for his fellow-man, love which prompts him 
true and just all his social relations, still in- 
complete, his intellect enslaved ignorance, 
his mind enslaved for want cultivation. But 
still more his education incomplete and wanting 
its chief requisition, who has aimed cultivate 
merely the intellect, and whose moral development 
has been neglected. complete manhood, far 
the relation the individual concerned his fellow 
men, requires that knowledge and moral development 
should hand hand, that the good shall joined 
holy wedlock with the true, and that the individual shall 
fulfill the obligations that grow directly out his social 
nature. culture the social nature, which merely 
intellectual, may render man outwardly urbane, but 
lacks the proper spirit charity, without which only 
outward show. The soul all good manners and 
all duties our fellow men, unselfish spirit that 
prompts others would that they should 
us. This cannot learned merely intellectual 
process, cannot learned from books, but must 
cultivated the exercise the moral nature itself. 
begins the unselfing the will, and the outflow 
those generous affections the heart which bind men 
true brotherhood.

Scruples and Health

His occupation very interesting reflection his 
dread. painter signs high buildings and 
works swinging scaffold. Usually this scaffold 
swung least ten stories from the pavement, and some- 
times twenty stories. works there all day, and 
makes very good wages. Most us, had gaze 
down from height like that, would feel that could 
not anything. Life would seem very serious indeed 
had work that kind every day. does 
that without tremor, but even has the dread that 
there some pointed object his home, will not sleep 
night; tosses, feels tightness around his chest, his 
heart beats fast and the sweat will stand out his fore- 
head. This sort attack developed once because his 
wife remarked him shortly before they went bed that 
she had bought new ice-pick. did not think its 
sharpness first, but came over him just before 
went sleep, and then there was nothing 
wanted get his night’s rest except get and break off 
the point. This foolish, but very real, and when 
has tried live with pointed objects, has lost weight 
and become nervous until life was almost unbearable. 

There are some people who cannot cross open square 
without sense tremor and oppression that makes them 
very miserable. companion with them often makes 
great difference this regard, and even child suffi- 
cient dispel their sense overcomeness. Others can- 
not walk through narrow street, especially there are 
high buildings that seem meet perspective above 
them. They are just unable it. Their breath comes 
short, there weight their shoulders, they stagger 
overloaded, and they force themselves they are 
quite played out the end block so. The fear 
open places called agoraphobia, the fear narrow 
places claustrophobia, and then there angustiaphobia, 
the dread confined quarters, called because some 
people cannot stand being shut narrow compartment, 
English train even one our Pullman com- 
partments. Then there are people who cannot sleep 
lower Pullman berth, account the sense shut-in- 
ness—they compare the feeling being coffin— 
while they can rule sleep peacefully upper berth. 

course some people have unconquerable dread 
certain animals. Cats, for instance, are such abomina- 
tion few persons that the presence cat near them 
enough make them uneasy and intensely uncom- 
fortable after while. There are all degrees this, from 
simple distaste absolute abhorrence. Shaksepeare knew 
this, for has Shylock say something those who 
cannot stand harmless, necessary cat.” few the 
people who fear cat actually have attack cat asth- 
ma, that shortness breath, cat comes into the 
room where they are. have had two patients who lived 
apartment houses and who would wake out 
sound sleep cat should come walking window 
their rooms from the fire escape. Many other such cases 
are reported, and this not delusion but veritable 
reality. Then there horse asthma which some people 
acquire from riding behind horse, even though they 
not dread the animal much. few people dread dogs, and 
some children are much afraid them that they al- 
most into convulsions dog approaches. This 
neurotic dread rather than purely physical fear. 

word, the dreads and anxieties that afflict people 
who are suffering from scruples the spiritual life, are 
exemplified many ways the physical order quite apart 
from any religious ideas. Scruples should never con- 
sidered representing delicate conscience particu- 
larly devout stage spirituality, but should treated 
entirely from the standpoint the anxiety neuroses which 
they represent. They should not reasoned with. The 
dread itself quite absurd. from must simply 
told the dreads the physical order like their 
state mind, and then they must counselled and 
helped form contrary habits. Physicians treat their 
phobia patients requiring them certain things 
that they dread and abstain from certain things that 
they have been accustomed connection with their 
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dreads. For instance, the misophobics. who dread dirt 
much, are required stop washing their hands wa- 
ter. Sometimes supply them with some corn meal 
which they may rub their fingers, but they are required 
not wash their hands more than twice day. needs 
little effort for them that, but after while 
can accomplished. 

course secure good result, the patients must 
have something which they are very much interested 
in, and that keeps them from thinking about themselves 
all the time. woman misophobic, who has the dread 
dirt and who lives apartment hotel and has chil- 
dren, word has nothing that she has do, will 
have very hard time neutralizing her phobia. But then 
human being the world ought situated that 
she has nothing do. They ought have obliga- 
tions, not merely social obligations that they can fulfil 
refuse just they wish, but something life which they 
must and which takes definite amount the day. 
the same way, scrupulous people must have, they 
have not already, some occupation that requires their at- 
tention—be given interest life that will furnish pre- 
occupation interest. For women extremely im- 
portant that they should have something that has 
heart interest it, and for this there must occupa- 
tion with human beings, particularly with children with 
those who are ailing. 

The extent which scrupulosity may even edu- 
cated people very well illustrated some recent cases 
that have come me. One patients graduate 
high school and passed second his class, but took 
first place biology. will not Communion 
Sunday has discovered that put his finger his 
mouth his hand his lips any time the morning 
while under the obligation fasting. What says 
that course some the cells from the epidermis 
the skin his finger, and knows the technical term, 
inevitably are brushed off onto his lips from his finger 
and are quite surely swallowed, and that because this 
breaking his fast. will wait till the next day, and 
then try keep strict watch over his every movement 
that his hand will not come near his mouth before 
receives Communion. 

Another one these educated patients graduate 
college for women, and very clever girl. She 
very much disturbed over the fact, however, that she 
sometimes bites her lips, especially the winter time, 
they chap little. Before she quite aware she 
sometimes bites off small piece the skin that has been 
loosened, and this finds its way onto her tongue and 
almost inevitably some cells from are swallowed, she 
feels that Fridays and other days Church abstinence 
she breaking the law abstinence regarding meat. 
These superficial layers skin represent real protein 
material the kind that the Church does not want 
take days abstinence, she thinks that sin. 
This keeps her from receiving Communion the first 
Fridays sometimes, though she wants very much re- 
ceive every first Friday. she breaks the abstinence, 
however, she feels that she has done two faults, the eating 
meat and then the breaking her fast before Com- 
munion. 

reasoning with such people. They should treated gent- 
but firmly, and after the decision made that their 
allegation the matter nonsense, they must not 
permitted back it. There must more ar- 
gument about it. Arguing only inveterates. There must 
further doubt. Their confessors should tell them 
that they take whatever fault there the matter 
themselves, and the one thing for them obey 
his directions and quietly abstain from further thought 
about it. This not easy, but can done persistent 
placid effort. Obedience better than sacrifices must 
their watchword, and gradually they can overcome their 
unfortunate habit the scarcely more than 
habit, rule, that they have formed repetition 
their doubts, and John Boyle O’Reilly’s rule with re- 
gard habits must remembered: 

Builder’s Lesson 
“How shall habit break?” 
you did that habit make. 
you gathered, you must lose; 
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you yielded, now refuse. 

Thread thread the strands twist 
Till they bind neck and wrist; 

Thread thread the patient hand 
Must untwine ere free stand. 

builded, stone stone, 

must toil unhelped, alone, 

Till the wall overthrown.

St. Teresa once said, “Depression the religious life 
mainly selfishness,” and think that most who 
have much with scrupulous people are inclined 
think them supremely selfish. They are afraid 
that something untoward will happen them that almost 
without their own knowledge they may out favor 
with heaven, that they are over-solicitous and develop 
their anxiety neurosis, which the medical term for scru- 
pulosity. There are stories various saints who were 
asked whether they would willing suffer even hell 
were God’s Will. They were accustomed pray 
fervently, Will done.” More than one them 
has re-echoed what St. Ignatius Loyola said have 
said, that, were for the greater glory God, 
would quite willing even condemned hell. 
This suppose would the sentiment that would animate 
anyone really devoted that all-important requirement 
Christianity praying heartily, “Thy Will done.” 


The scrupulous people are rule much occupied 
with the thought that somehow other the Lord will 
take advantage them, and for some fault which they 
are scarcely conscious—and that indeed other people 
not recognize fault all—they will compelled 
suffer, that they are agony dread their sal- 
vation. There real trust the Almighty. They are 
pessimists the worst kind. course there ex- 
cessive optimism that just bad. The Irishman who 
said have fallen from twentystory building and was 
heard say passed each story the way down, 
“Well, it’s all right yet,” was over-confident optimist. 
But not trust the Lord all, whom will 
trust? 

Our only interest scruples here that they some- 
times disturb the course normal living such way 
disturb health. The scrupulous sometimes not 
sleep well, their appetite disturbed, their anxiety 
neurosis interferes with various bodily functions that are 
importance for health. One the observations that 
have made that seems very interesting, that large 
number these nervous people—not all them, but 
considerably more than half them—are thin and are 
not eating enough. Very often very helpful them 
required take enough food that they will put 
some weight. Most scrupulous people resent the 
thought that anything merely material putting 
weight could possibly relieve them their delicacy 
conscience, but surprising how often proves 
great help doing so. The old maxim is, laugh and 
grow fat, but put the other way, grow fat and you will 
laugh, even more true regards great many 
the smaller troubles life. You will able laugh 
them just proportion the lack angularity there 
may your constitution. For religious particularly 
important that they should eat their breakfasts. good 
breakfast regularly taken will often dispel more scruples 
than almost anything else that know of. 

Some scrupulous persons carry excess weight 
rather than deficiency, though they are comparatively 
rare. The fact that they occur occasionally has often been 
objected proof that thinness stoutness has

sadly obvious that practice the complete interpene- 
tration religion and life rarely realized, equal- 
true that the conduct the individual the harmoni- 
zation the Natural and the Supernatural not always 
effected. The Supernatural not something which 
merely added the Natural, let say like superficial 
veneer leaving the underlying substance untouched and 
unchanged; is, St. Paul tells us, something which 
grafted nature, its influence transforming and en- 
nobling the latter. The tree, which the shoot finer 
stock has been inserted, does not only bear, addition 
the fruits which previously brought forth, superior 
product, but the entire crop improved kind and 
quality. fact, the graft and original stock become one 
and the quality the fruit determined the graft. 
There is, this case, complete interpenetration. The re- 
sultant something new higher order, but some- 
thing undivided and one. Thus ought also 
case the Natural and the Supernatural. all its 
aspects the Natural should elevated and bettered the 
engrafting the Supernatural. 


Now, that the ideal, which, however, the actual 
reality often falls short. are not unfamiliar with com- 
plaints the effect that individual instances the super- 
natural virtues are cultivated the detriment the nat- 
ural virtues. occasionally occurs that individual 
very assiduous his religious exercises and rather neg- 
lectful his ordinary duties.

The 
new methods religious instruction, whatever wish 
call them, aim deliberately this harmonization and 
endeavor remove from life the unreconciled dualism 
the Natural and the Supernatural. This dualism vitiates 
basically the conduct many Christians who apparently 
live two planes life, which each subject 
different laws. Against this divided allegiance the Lord 
different occasions has spoken very strongly. Where the 
dualism consciously accepted, are presence 
downright hypocrisy. But mostly the dualism uncon- 
scious and due the fact that the individual has not un- 
derstood and grasped that the whole our life must 
made service God and that there are neutral spheres 
human conduct.

“We have heard such ideas put forth ‘there seems 
tendency our schools emphasize the supernatural 
virtues the expense the natural.’ hard see 
how this The axiom, ‘the supernatural 
based the natural’ does not mean two lines endeavor 
running divergently; means convergence higher 
plane. the concrete there are virtues except the 
supernatural. the present economy God’s Providence 
there but one ultimate end, which all men, all virtues, 
and all acts virtue must tend. The very raison d’etre 
catechetical instruction and indeed all instruction 
the parish school constantly and continuously bring 
out this full truth. were not the case our schools 
would superfluous. sheer utter nonsense for 
preacher, catechist, confessor teacher pretend that 
the supernatural can overstressed.” this can 
subscribe without the slightest hesitation. all means 
agree that the supernatural cannot overstressed. 
The entire life must supernaturalized. All motives 
conduct must colored the supernatural outlook. 
Our contention not that the Supernatural over- 
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stressed but rather that not adequately stressed. The 
supernatural motives are not extended far enough, they 
are not applied the whole periphery life. Onesided 
instruction may create the impression that sections 
life lie outside the sphere the Supernatural. That 
such idea the moral life can conveyed 
certainly possible. maintain that times actu- 
ally conveyed claim nothing more than that human 
instruction not always perfect. But such eventual- 
ity possible then the necessity arises warn against it. 

Such ill-balanced impressions concerning the moral life 
arise whenever the unity human existence not suf- 
ficiently emphasized. course, teacher religion 
consciously instills such faulty ideas. may, however, 
unwittingly his religious teaching not concrete, 
and one-sided its applications life. Let take 
teacher who ever insists the duty prayer and never 
speaks the duty justice. The impression will 
created that justice does not matter much but that prayer 
the fulfilment the law. The result such ill-bal- 
anced teaching would unconscious Pharisaism, 
growing out misconception life. This very thing 
actually happens. find men who are scrupulous 
certain matters and anything but conscientious others. 
The reason certain moral blindness that prevents 
them from seeing the moral bearing the matters 
which they are indifferent. Sometimes, course, 
malice, but not few cases moral myopia. its 
turn this defect moral vision the outcome defect 
teaching, teaching that has failed bring home 
the practical conviction that the whole life must come 
under the influence religion and that there nothing 
our life that might remain the purely natural level. 
not all that there too much supernaturalism 
our religious instruction; the contrary, there not 
enough, better still, the Supernatural not psycholog- 
ically interpreted and consequence remains foreign 
practical life. 

When find child that frequently goes the Sacra- 
ments but that not above dishonest practices its 
schoolwork, the causes this anomaly may various. 
Into the others not need enter present, but 
one cause may lack practical realization that 
schoolwork constitutes service God much the 
frequentation the sacraments and that the one must 
not divorced from the other. Psychological interpre- 
tation will have overcome this practical error fatal 
later life. This concrete interpretation life may 
aptly take its cue from the life Christ. may show 
how Christ was placed the same circumstances life 
which are placed and then proceed explain how 
acted these circumstances. must concrete 
illustration show how the will God covers all human 
relations and why, therefore, impossible please 
Him unless obey Him all thesé matters. For 
child might service use the following illustra- 
tion. Parents would little pleased with child that 
was demonstrative his affection but failed the 
things was told its parents. Similarly God not 
satisfied when say our prayers and neglect His other 
commandments. Whenever, then, come across case 
where natural duties are neglected but the distinctly re- 
ligious duties carefully observed, may usually trace the 
matter back religious instruction that has lacked 
concrete application supernatural morality the varied 
situations life. Only this sense can legitimately 
speak overstressing the supernatural virtues the ex- 
pense the natural virtues. Objectively there abso- 
lute harmony between the natural and the supernatural 
order, but subjectively the supernatural may not entirely 
permeate the natural and that contingency have 
apparent contradiction. 


This seeming contradiction sometimes used ar- 
gument against the Christian religion. contended not 
without show reason that religion which does not 
make man better all human relations great 
service men, the pagan religions the separation 
between worship and life was complete. One might 
devout worshiper the gods and withal personally im- 
moral. Christiantiy has set its face resolutely against 
such dualism. The teaching Christian religion, accor- 
dingly, must emphatic condemning this divorce be-

Canons are priests whose 
principal duty the recitation the Divine office daily 
choir. The word “chapter” derived from the Latin 
word “capitulum.” 

Conventional Mass, called from Latin “concen- 
tus,” meaning assembly, the daily Mass offered be- 
fore the chapter canons. 

Votive Mass one that does not correspond the 
office the day, but said the choice the celebrant. 
permitted only certain days.

fixed liturgical altar also contains sepulchre containing 
the relics martyrs, and has also engraved five 
crosses. The triple grain enclosed the sepulchre and 
also the incense burned crosses the 
consecration the altar may signify the sweet spices with 
which the body Christ was embalmed. This custom 
entombing relics and incense altars ascribed Pope 
Felix the third century.

What makes poets write poetry? psychologist one 
the Western colleges, preparing answer this question, 
accumulating statistics.

this test the psychologist handed each member each 
group sheet paper with printed matter and blank 
spaces for writing. Here example the sort 
thing that appeared the slips:

Students the poet group, reported, quickiy 
thought sixteeen similes, while the best that any the 
other group could was conceive six. 

Another test invited each student undergoing examina- 
tion suggest rhymes for words that were printed 
the slip. For one the words thus presented the poets 
offered 101 rhymes, while the non-poets, cudgeling their 
brains they might, were unable list more than 57— 
number not heretofore associated with poetry, though 
familiar connection with brand pickles. Between 
members the poet group there was observable dis- 
parity rhyming ability, which attributed the in- 
vestigator the fact that the group included not only 
artificers old-fashioned stanzas, but also moderns who 
seek expression free verse, heedless whether 
rhymes not.

Official Statistics Education 

The federal Commissioner Education, John Tigert, 
has issued his annual report for the year ended June 30, 
1927, stating that statistics for all classes educational 
institutions were gathered during the year, but their com- 
pilation not yet completed. The figures presented 
the report relate public schools, the average daily at- 
tendance which was 19,838,384, with total enrollment 
24,650,291. The total value all property used for the 
purpose these public elementary and secondary 
$4,252,328,900, and the expenditures for their mainte- 
nance the fiscal year aggregated $1,946,096,912. The 
expenditure per pupil average daily attendance was 
$98.10 for the year. 

The report shows that the average annual salary for 
teachers, principals and supervisors, which was $485 
1910. rose $543 1915, $871 1920, $1,166 1922, $1,227 
1924, and $1,252 1925, the increase from 1915 1920 
amounting per cent, and from 1920 1925 
per cent. The report further states that the outlay for pub- 
lic elementary and secondary education 1924 constituted 
37.8 per cent the volume State and local taxation, 
22.6 per cent the whole tax burden, and 2.87 per cent 
the total income the people the United States for 
that year. tendency many places reduce taxes for 
public shool purposes noted the report.

nothing with scrupulosity. The stout people are, 
however, the exceptions which prove that there rule 
that mainly thin people suffer from dreads, least 
that many more the dreaders are thin than the oppo- 
site. After all well understood now that certain 
number people who are over-stout owe their excessive 
weight disturbance general metabolism consequent 
upon failure co-ordination their ductless glands, or, 
they are called, their endocrines. Stout people who are 
pathologically stout because such failure are exceptions 
every way rules with regard the thin and stout, 
and this must taken into account. good many people 
with disturbances the thyroid gland are inclined 
stout, and nearly always that associated with certain 
tendency dreads which has been often 
noted. 

extremely important for those who have tendencies 
dreads and scruples out the air just much 
possible. Living the house, especially atmos- 
phere that always about the same temperature, sen- 
sitizes great many people, that is, makes them feel all 
the irritations life more than would otherwise the 
case. Fresh air will desensitize great many people and 
render them much less susceptible all sorts irri- 
tabilities. People who are much out the air can stand 
injuries and the pain associated with them much better 
than those who are always the house. not alone 
fresh air, however, but change temperature that 
needed, for that takes heat away from and causes 
definite healthy reaction the body. 


One the reasons why people the tropics are more 
irritable—that is, react much more easily and much more 
violently than the people temperate more frigid 
climate—is exactly the fact that they have not the oppor- 
tunity get rid their surplus store heat, because the 
surrounding atmosphere temperature equal their 
own above it, and they lack good control over 
themselves people who live under more favorable cir- 
cumstances changeable climate. Considerations 
this kind are important enabling Superiors and those 
who have deal with the scrupulous put them far 
possible favorable physical condition that will enable 
them overcome their scrupulous tendencies. The phys- 
ical does not represent the whole question, but 
extremely important element it.
